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Pruning Again 


Shrubs that were severely pruned 
eek las winter or carly spring 
usually require additional pruning 
by mid - to late June, New shoots 
growth can be quite vigorous often 
reaching several feet in length by 

’ fall if allo-ved to go unpruned, 

These shoots are usually poorly 


Pinching or pruning our the tips 
of shoots.after they reach around 
twelve inches long is recommended 
to encourage branching near ground 
level. This controls excessive 
height and results in a well- 
branched, compact shrub, 


Pruning Azaleas 

Azaleas often benefit from sum- 
mer pruning. Long shoots ranging 
above the other foliage can be head- 
ed back to encourage side branch- 
ing. These new, branches fill in 
large open spaces resulting in more 
compact plants. 

Vigorous new shoots can be 
tipped pruned as well causing them 
to branch, also. This type of prun- 
ing keeps plants a bit more com- 
pact and results in many more flow- 
ers. 


Which Calcium Source? 

I have seen a lot of blossom end 
rot this month. Blossom end rot is 
acommon problem in tomato, pep- 
per and watermelon crops. It is a 
nutritional problem that is induced 
by low calcium levels in the fruit 
tissue. Low levels may occur due to 
inadequate soil calcium concentra- 
tions or when soil moisture is low 
enough to reduce blossom end rot. 

Calcium can also be provided by 
agricultural lime, calcium nitrate or 
gypsum. T“o questions must be 
considered when deciding which 
source to use. First, is the problem 
low calcium only? Second, is the 
problem low calcium and low pH? 
A soil test can provide adequate evi- 
dence for answering these questions. 
Calcium nitrate and gypsum pro- 
vide calcium without changing the 
pH, while lime provides both the 
calcium needed and the pH adjust- 
ment requirement. 

If calcium soil test levels are be- 
low 500 pounds per acre, the neces- 
sary requirement for soil calcium is 
not being met. If pH adjustment is 
not necessary, the use of calcium 
nitrate or gypsum will be the logi- 
cal choice. One pound of calcium 
can be provided by gypsum and cal- 
cium nitrate at a cost of about 35 
cents and 48 cents per acre respec- 
tively. Where both the pH and the 
calcium need to be increased, one 
pound of calcium can be supplied at 
about two cents with agricultural 
lime. Remember, lime works slow- 
ly but better later than never.

Below you will find the direc- 
tions on how to make papier- 
mache' earrings. 


Materials You Will Need: 


Paper Towels--inexpensive, single 
ply paper towels will produce a flat, 
draped look. 

---more expensive double ply paper 
towels produced a puffed shape 
when processed in the microwave. 
Flour--amount depends on the num- 
ber of earrings to be made. 

Earring Findings--Post or Clip 
Thick White Craft Glue 

Acrylic Craft Paints 

Waxed Paper 

Toothpicks 

Small Artist Brushes 

Gesso 

Scissors 
Microwave 
Spray Scaler 
Step-By-Step Instructions: 

1. Decide on desired shapes for 
earrings. Earrings can be round, 
square, triangular of some irregular 
shape. 

2. Draw shapes on paper towels. 
To allow for draping and folding, 
shapes drawn on paper towels 
should be slightly larger than the 
desired finished shape of the car- 
rings. You will need to experiment 
by cutting the shapes and draping to 
arrive at the desired look. 

3. Make the paste. The paste 
will coat the paper towel and add 
texture and drape. Experiment with 
different thicknesses of paste. A 
basic paste can be made by mixing 
2 tablespoons flour, 2 tablespoons 
water and 2 tablespoons of a thick 
craft glue, Stir well to avoid lumps. 

4. Place paper towel shapes on 
the glue mixture. Cover with addi- 
tional glue and allow the paper tow- 
el to soak up the glue. The paper

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towel should be damp and coated 
with glue. Dampen paper towels 
that will be made into sets of ear 
rings together 

5. Remove the paper towels 
from the glue with a toothpick, Let 
excess glue drip off the dampened 
paper towel. Place pieces close to 
each other on a sheet of waxed pa- 
per, Do not let the paper towels 
touch each other. 

6. Drape the paper towels to the 
desired shape by using a toothpick 
to swirl the glue dampened paper 
towels until they resemble the look 
that you like. Several pairs of car- 
rings can be dampened and shaped 
before they are dried ip the micro- 
wave. 

7. Dry in microwave, Place the 
waxed paper with the earring shapes 
in a microwave. Using the setting 
High, microwave in 30 second time 
periods until the shapes begin to 
dry. Extended periods of drying at 
high temperatures can burn the pa- 
pier-mache’ base. ; 

9. Remove dried shapes from 
waxed paper and trim rough edges. 
Shapes may be primed before fin- 
ishing by painting with gesso. This 
is not absolutely necessary but does 
give a smooth base for the acrylic 
paint. 

10. Using color schemes from 
your wardrobe, paint the dried 
shapes to blend or contrast with 
your wardrobe. Try painting the en- 
lire earring a background color to 
match or blend with your wardrobe. 
Then use the natural folds in the 
shapes to add touches of contrasting 
color. Small beads or stones can be 
glued to the earrings as accents. 

11, Use a spray sealer as a final 
coat to add gloss and protect the fin- 
ish of the paint. 

12. Use a thick craft glue or hot 
glue gun to glue earring findings to 
the back of the earring.

Motion filed to free Shiloh man accused of murder 


A hearing challenging the state's 
right to hold a Coffee County man 
being held on capital murder charg- 
es in connection with the death of a 
seven-year-old Enterprise youth was 
continued for the second time last 
weck in Elba. 

The hearing, held before Circuit 
Judge Terry Butts, was held after 
the defense filed a motion that there 
was no sufficient evidence to hold 
William Thomas Horstead on the 
murder charge and that denying Hor- 
stead bond was in violation of the 
accused's civil rights. 

Horstead, of the Shiloh Commu- 
nity between Elba and New Brock- 
ton, was arrested March 15, 1988 
and charged with capital murder and 
interfering with custody of Antonio 
Jermaine Brundidge, age 7, of En- 
terprise, after the lifeless body of 
the youngster was discovered in a 
vacant lot in Enterprise. 

Horstead's murder charges in- 
clude two additional counts that al- 
lege Horstead choked the child 
while committing sodomy or while 
engaged in or attempting to engage 
in sexual abuse. 


At last week's hearing, Hillcrest 
Elementary School nurse Joanne 
Grimsley testified that she had be- 
come suspicious of possible abuse 
in October, 1987 after observing 
unusual marks on the youth's legs 
and stated that it looked like "some- 
body had tied him up." 

Mrs. Grimsley told the court the 
child originally told her the marks 
were caused by an accident, but later 
said a white man and a black man, 
both apparently known as the "fun 
man,” had tied him up. 

The nurse testified that the child 
cried when asked if the men had re- 
moved his clothes and added that the 
mother of the child denied having 
any knowledge of the marks, 
prompting a reporting of the find- 
ings to authorities. 


Sandra Manning, a teacher at the 
school attended by the victim, stat- 
ed that another child had reported 
that both Antonio and his sister 
were being abused by the "fun man" 
and that she was also told that the 
relatives of the children made the 
children go with the two men and

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_ We went “up in the hills" to 
pick berries on a recent Saturday - 
my husband and I. Not that we 
needed any more berries -- he had 
picked several gallons already this 
summer, 

But I think he just likes my 
company or wanted somebody 
around in case he got too close to a 
rattler's hole, or something, 

Anyway, each with a bucket in 
hand, here we went. 

It was hot, but an occasional 
breeze made it bearable. It was dry; 
and how those berries made, I don't 
know. They seem to have a knack 
for drawing out what moisture there 
is in the ground, and leaving the 
Surrounding leaves drooping. 

_ Now berries to the serious berry- 
Picker are like grass to a cow - there 
ro ones farther on down the 


"No, don't pick those - there are 
some really big ones just around 
this bend. . . Now, on past that red 
gravel hill up yonder and down a bit 
is where you'll find the berries." 

And this when our buckets are 
full already and I've taken off my 
hat and begun to fill it. 

We had to forego those "up the 
gravel road and down a bit" and head 
on back home; and I didn't protest - 
I was hot, tired, scratched, bleeding 
and thorn-pricked - and my head was 
hot without my hat. 

But, it's impossible to go back 
down the trail and not see some 
that were missed on the first go- 
round. 

"C'mon, now, let's go," my hus- 
band kept calling back to me, as | 
was lagging behind like a child, 
finding big, luscious berries that I 
had not seen the first time. 

But, on the way back down the 
road, we also saw some things we 
missed the first time - or else that 
had taken place while we were at 
the other end; and that was those 
squiggly signs that snakes make 
when they cross the road in the 
sand, 

I have those diamond-back crea- 
lures in my mind every time I stick 
my hand into a bush. Not that I al- 
ways have been so squeamish about 
them, 

As a little girl 1 would go to my 
favorite berry patch (there seemed to 
be more of them then), find a spot 
and literally sit down in the middle 
and pick all around me..The admo- 
nition to "watch for snakes" just 
rippled off me like water would rip- 
ple off that leathery snakeskin. I 
was not going to hunt snakes - I 
was going to pick berries. 

But, now I remember ever so 
keenly the story my mama tells of 
the man who, years ago, went off 
into the woods alone, logging or 
something, and, didn't return. He 
was a large man, and they found 
him down, almost dead, with a 
tourniquet around his leg he had ap- 
plied himself and the dead rattle- 
snake hooked to his overalls. 

Whoever found him jerked the 
tourniquet away - the poison flood- 
ed his body, and death followed 
quickly. 

"They had to back him up to the 
church door to have his funeral 
preached,” my mama says; “you 
couldn't stand the smell." 

In those days the dead were taken 
to the church in a wagon many 
times. 

So now to avoid the snakes and 
make berry-picking easier and more 
modern, we put out some bushes 
along our backyard fence, but some- 
how we have not taken too much

interest in them. It's just not the 
same as "going up into the hills” 
facing the snakes and all to get 
what Mother Nature puts out. 

Besides, there are other things 
out there in addition to berries. 

’ I was reminded of this that day 
when I found a "Sleep Baby Sleep,” 
a little vine with pretty fuzzy pink 
flowers and small leaves. You tap 
each branch gently with your hand 
and say "Sleep Baby Sicep,” and the 
leaves will just fold up - go to 
sleep. I couldn't resist - I had to 
squat down and tap that vine and 
speak to it -- and watch it go to 
sleep. 

And right beside that was a 
nettle - it will sting you if it strikes 
your bare skin - and itch forever! 

I've had plenty of nettle stings 
growing up in the country, And, it 
gave folks a good expression if 
someone was ill or cross. We 
would say "Boy, he (or she) must 
have got on a nettle somewhere to- 
day!" 

We also saw some wild grapes - 
those things are almost extinct as 
far as I know. They get ripe a little 
later on in the summer, 

And, when that time came each 
year, | would take a dishpan to the 
fencerow, fill it to the brim and 
take it back to my Grandma, and 
she would make the best jelly! Wild 
grapes make jelly like you've never 
tasted. 

So, I got something besides ber- 
rics that Saturday - a little trip 
down Memory Lane - and of course, 
the companionship of my husband 
as we picked berries in the hot sun 
together,

TIPS FOR CONSERVING 
WATER IN THE HOME 
LANDSCAPE 
***What would you do if you got 
out of bed one morning, turned on 
the water faucet and had no water? 
You'd probably call the local water 
authority to voice a complaint. 
What if the voice on the line 
brought the discouraging words that 
the community reservoir was dry 
and there would be no more water 
for local residents for days, weeks, 
or ps even months? 

likelihood of this situation 
actually occurring is remote, but 
some counties throughout the state 
have already imposed a ban on out- 
door watering. We all must do our 
part to conservé water, 

Our southern lawns and landscape 
plants have an inherent tolerance to 
drought conditions and can survive 
several days or even wecks without 
water. So there is no need to panic 
when outdoor water use is banned 
or limited during a water shortage. 
The Extension Plant Pathology La- 
boratory at Auburn University re- 
ports that more plant problems re- 
sult from over-watering than from 
under-watering. 

The key to water conservation in 
the home landscape is to determine 
when to water and how much water 
to apply. Although soil conditions, 
plant type and time of year in- 
fluence watering practices, the fol- 
lowing general guidelines will help 
reduce water consumption, save 
money and maintain a_ healthy 
landscape. 

First, water only when necessary. 
The soil may appear dry on the sur- 
face yet it may be very moist a few 
inches down, Most established trees 
and shrubs can search out water at 
lower levels even when the soil sur- 
face appears bone dry. You can de- 
termine the moisture level to a 
depth of about 12 inches by using a 
shovel to examine the soil profile. 
A slight water stress is not harm- 
ful. Shrubs and turf will actually 
tell you when they need a drink by 
taking on a bluish gray color and 
looking wilted. 

Plants that are by nature shallow-. 
rooted such as dogwoods and azale- 
as, are among the first to show a 
need for waier. 

Common sense dictates that 

lants grown in shade will normal- 
ly require less water than those 
grown in full sun. Newly trans- 
planted trees and shrubs will require 
more water during their first grow- 
ing season than well-established 
plants, 

Mulching is one of the best ways 
to conserve water. A three- to five- 
inch layer of mulch around trees and 
shrubs helps hold moisture and re- 
duces water loss from evaporation. 
For best results, spread mulch just 
beyond the canopy of the tree or 
shrub. 

Just like weaning a newborm pup 
you can actually wean your land- 
scape to require less frequent water- 
ing and to withstand drought better. 
Most established trees and shrubs 
actually prefer a thorough watering 
twice a month on heavy soils and 
once a week-on light soils rather 
than frequent shallow watcring. 

Use the garden hose to direct wa- 
ter to the base of the plant. Over- 
head sprinkling is not only ineffi- 
cient but it also encourages foliar 
diseases. 

Most outdoor faucets provide 
three to five gallons of water per 
minute. That's enough water to 
thoroughly saturate the root system 
of shrubs to a depth of 12 inches. 
Only one minute of watering will 
provide all the water needs of a 
shrub for a week or more. At a rate 
of one shrub per minute an entire 
landscape can be watered in half an 
hour or less. 

‘ Large trees will benefit from plac- 
ing the water hose on the soil sur- 
face in two locations and letting it 
run for two to three minutes. Don't 
worry about watering the entire root 
system - as little as 25 percent of 
the root system can absorb all the 
water needs for the entire plant. 

Most lawns require an inch of wa- 
‘ter at each irrigation. This sounds 
confusing because we all measure 
water in gallons, not inches. An 
inch of water is easy to measure by 
setting containers, such as coffee 
cans on the lawn where they will 
collect water during irrigation. 


When an average of one inch of 
water is collected in the cans, record 
the time it took. From then on, 
simply water the grass for the cal- 
culated time. Many garden centers 
now stock timers that can be in- 
stalled on the faucet to cut water off 
at the end of a specified period. 
They are well worth the invest- 
ment. 

One of the best watering systems 
for trees and shrubs is trickle or drip 
irrigation. Many garden centers 
stock trickle irrigation kits for the 
home landscape that can be easily 
assembled. An emitter placed at 
each plant will provide about one 
gallon of water per hour per plant. 
An entire landscape can be watered 
in three hours by simply turning on 
the faucet. 


THROUGH 


Now that's different from the la- 
bor standpoint! Trickle irrigation 
not only saves time but it also pre- 
vents runoff and erosion, decreases 
the spread of foliar diseases and 
keeps weeds to a minimum by not 
wetting the non-planted areas. 

Watering during the carly morn- 
ing will prevent water loss from 
evaporation. As much as one-third 
of the water applied during mid-day 
when the sun is hot and the wind 
brisk evaporates to the atmosphere. 


WEEDS IN PEANUTS 

Most of the peanut fields are be- 
yond the time limit for spraying 
any of the cracking time sprays in- 
cluding Gramoxone. Gramoxone 
should not be applied to peanuts be- 
yond 28 days of cracking. By doing 


‘so, you will knock a lot of blooms 


off and this is where your largest 
and highest grading peanuts are pro- 
duced. 


You may have some weeds that 
have escaped your other chemicals. 
Blazer can be used on weeds that are 
less than 1-1/2 inches tall that are 
under rapid growing conditions 
which we do not have right now. 

Coffee weeds can be controlled 
with 2, 4-DB. This can be applied 
with your first application of fungi- 
cide. 

I guess what I am trying to say is 
we are most likely going to have 
some weeds in our peanuts this 
year, We may have enough weeds at 
some point that we will have to use 
a bush hog to keep the top down 
enough to get the fungicide in. This 
kind of serves as the final option 
that we have. Each field can be dif- 
ferent, with an entirely different 
type weed management. Make sure 
the chemicals you are applying will 
do the job you expect them to do. 


Emergency 
Recomendation 
For Feed Cattle

During the hot, dry weather we 
are having right now, there are 
some emergency recommendations 
that you can use when managing 
your beef cattle. Consider some of 
the following recommendations for 
your own operation. 

Cull open and poor producing 
brood cows. 

Water is one of the most impor- 
tant nutrients for beef cattle. Make 
sure that adequate water is available 
for cattle during these drought con- 
ditions. 

Supplement cattle with the most 
deficient nutrient which 1s energy. 
An excellent source of energy is 
grain. If a protein supplement is 
needed, feed only natural protein. 
Non-protein nitrogen will not be 
utilized unless a good supply of en- 
ergy is available. Hay and drought 
stricken pastures will not furnish 
that energy. 


Creep feed calves. More returns 
can be expected by feeding the 
calves rather than feeding brood 
cows and expecting an increase in 
milk production. 

Watch for parasite infestation. 
Cattle on short pastures and low 
nutrition become infested with in- 
ternal parasites much faster than un- 
der normal conditions. Control horn 
flies to reduce stress on cattle and 
improve weight gains. 

Make sure that adequate supplies 
of minerals are available. Use one 
of the commercial minerals of mix 
1 part dicalcium phosphate and 1 
part trace mineral salt. 

Severe drought stricken crops 
such as corn or summer annuals 
may contain toxic levels of nitrate. 
If a forage is suspected, test for ni- 
trate by sending samples to the Au- 
burn Forage Testing Lab. 

Consider weaning calves early. 
A dry brood cow's nutrient require- 
ments are almost half the require- 
ment of the lactating cow. 

Provide the best grazing and nu- 
trients for young animals. The 
more mature cow's nutrient require- 
ments will be less. 

Harvest all available roughage 
and test for quality. Rations formu- 
lations can be adjusted to fit quali- 
ty. Feeding an unbalanced ration 
will waste feed. Make sure that the 
ration is balanced, feed can be 
saved. 

Producers having access to Broil- 
er Litter should consider feeding 
this material to the cow herd with 
proper supplementation. 

If pasture forages become ex- 
tremely depleted, cattle will at time 
consume toxic plants that are usual- 
ly not eaten. Move cattle from areas 
of potential problems is possible.

EGGPLANT 

I have gotten several calls recent- 
ly from homemakers wanting egg- 
plant recipes. Shirley Colvin, from 
New Brockton, is experimenting 
with new eggplant recipes to add a 
bit of spice to her family dict. 

An eggplant is egg- or pear- 
shaped and varies in length from 7- 
12 inches. The color ranges from 
white, yellow or purple; most in 
south Alabama are purple. 

In selecting an eggplant, look 
for one that is heavy and firm and 
uniform in color. Those that are 
soft and flabby or shriveled have 
been kept too long. 

For homecooking, eggplant 
should be par boiled in salty water 
and chilled and marinated for 15 
minutes in a mixture of olive oil 
and half the juice of a lemon. It can 
be fried, creamed, stuffed or used in 
casseroles, or souffles. 

To add a bit of spice to your

CREAM 
Eggplant 
1 clove of garlic 
French dressing 
Sour cream with minced chives 

Cut the eggplant into 3/4-inch 
slices.

Bake at 450 degrees for 20 min 
utes, Remove from oven and spread 
with the sour cream.

For those who do not 
have telephones, a short visit once 
weekly just to say, "How are you?" 
This is called friendly visiting. 
Nothing is required except that you 
care, 

We have so many elderly per- 
sons who just need people contact. 
They need someone to talk to, to 
read their mail or write letters for 
them. Think of your own mobility. 
We often take these things for 
granted. We jump in the car and 
drive ourselves wherever we want to 
go. We need a loaf of bread or a gal- 
lon of milk. No problem--just run 
to the store and pick it up. But, 
Suppose you did not have a car or 
could not drive and had to wait tll 
someone from an agency came on 
their weekly trip to see what you 
needed, There are some who must 
do this. For some of these people, 
this may be the only contact they 
have with the outside world from 
one week to the next.

ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


How can I get a loved one to 
return to what has been taught in 
the past and have renewed faith? 


Bob Prichard 


When a Christian, especially a loved one, departs from the faith, it is a 
time of concer for the faithful. Paul tells Christians, "Brethren, if a man be 
overtaken in a fault, ye which are spiritual, restore such an one in the spirit 
of meekness; considering thyself, lest thou also be tempted” (Gal. 6:1). 
Knowing that God has always been displeased at disobedience by His chil- } 
dren, the responsibility of restoring the one who “errs upon the truth" f 
(James 5:19) is an awesome responsibility. | 

The causes for a Christian going astray are many. Some leave the Lord 
out of willful disobedience. Many depart out of ignorance, not realizing they 
must grow as a Christian. Peter advised that we should add to our faith, "vir- 
tue, knowledge, temperance, patience, godliness, brotherly kindness, and 
love .. . for if ye do these things, ye shall never fall" (2 Peter 1:5-10), Oth- 
er; leave the paths of righteousness because they are too weak to stand 
against temptation. Others are like the soil in the parable of the sower: "and 
that which fell among thorns are they, which, when they have heard, go 
forth, and are choked with cares and riches and pleasures of this life" (Luke 
8:14). 

As we try to restore the erring, especially loved ones, we need to realize, 
and convey to the erring one, that every member of the body of Christ is 
important. Often those who have fallen are not convinced that they should 
come back to the Lord, or that their repentance will be accepted. Listen care- 
fully to the one who has strayed. The "spiritual" Christian must realize that 
the erring Christian has a spiritual problem, and that problem must be met, 
and that is where efforts of restoration must begin. It will involve much 
teaching, because often past teaching has been inadequate. The most impor- f 
tant thing to remember, however, is that the Christian attempting to restore 
the erring brother must go out of a deep love for the soul of the lost one, | 
and not out of a sense of obligation, or out of a sense of anger over the situ- 
ation. Jesus said, "By this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another" (John 13:35). That love must be communicated to 
the lost person so that he will realize what he is missing by walking un- 
worthily., Let love be the motivation for helping a fallen brother, in the 
spirit of Gal. 6:1, "restore such a one in the spirit of meekness, considering 
thyself, lest thou also be tempted.” It will also help to pray, and enlist the 
aid of other concerned Christians. The effort is worthwhile. Many have re- 
turned to Christ after years of disobedience, because someone loved them 
enough to seek to restore them.

Water now flowing at new fountain 
located on courthouse square in Elba 


The recent success of the project 
to restore the fountain located on 
the courthouse lawn is visible to all 
who pass through the City of Elba 
and has sparked a renewed sense of 
community pride. 

The sight of the water flowing 
from atop the fountain and the 
swans spewing streams of water 
through the air refresh not only pas- 
sersby who are hot and tired, but 
also refresh memories of those who 
remember the original fountain and 
the flowing well that once provided 
cool water to all in need. 

While the actions of those who 
headed the recent restoration project 


have been publicized, local histori- 
an Marion Brunson feels the rich 
history of the fountain is a story 
that should be shared and then kept 
as another chapter in the continuing 
heritage of Coffee County and Elba. 

"The flowing well and fountain 
are as much a part of this town as 
ihe courthouse and the river," stated 
Brunson during a recent conversa- 
tion, "and as a child I can remember 
playing around the fountain and 
drinking the cool water from the 
well. Years from now the children 
of today will be able to tell their 
children about the fountain with the 
swans and how it was constructed 


List of names to be purged from 


voters list included in this issue 


This issue and the next issue of 
The Elba Clipper will contain an 
cight page list of names to be 
purged from the Coffee County vot- 
ers list. This is supposed to be 
names of people who have died, 
moved from the county or other- 
wise become disqualified from vot- 
ing in Coffee County. 

State law requires the Board of 
Registrars to purge these names 
"where there is reasonable evidence 
that these electors are deceased or 
have otherwise become disqualified 
from voting in the county”. 

A person whose name appears 
on this and feels they are still quali- 


fied to vote in Coffee County, 
should contact the Board of Regis- 
trars, the Probate office, or any 
deputy registrar. 

People in Elba may contact the 
Elba City Hall, as several deputy 
registrars work there. 

Special provisions are made in 
the law to help members of the 
armed services, therefore any person 
serving in the armed forces who 
feels he or she has been wrongly re- 
moved from the voters list can be 
reinstated under a special set of 
rules for them alone, but they must 
contact the Board of Registrars. 


Late bills for June total over 
$15,000 for Elba Water & Electric 


The Elba Water & Electric Board 
met last week to conduct business 
and was met by a delegation want- 
ing water pressure. Donald Lawford, 
James Blair, and Hasten Blair all 
wanted some relief on their water 
pressure problems. James lives on 
the Elba-New Brockton Highway 
while the others live on the Twin 
Oaks Road, just off this highway. 
All are in a section of the city that 
was recently annexed into the Elba 
city limits. According to the men, 
there are 23 families using off one 
2" water line and sometimes they 
can't even get enough to fill a 
washing machine. 

They were told the Board had 
voted at the last meeting to install 
the pipe to give them proper fire 
protection and to improve their wa- 
ter pressure problems. 

‘That business, a vote to correct 
the minutes from the last meeting 
and approval of payment of 
$10,870.60 in bills was the only 
action taken. 

‘The members did review the fi- 
nancial condition of the Board in- 
cluding delinquent accounts. 

The late bills included 53 unpaid 
accounts and an additional eight 
where service has been discontinued 
which owe a grand total of 


$15,881.30 as of the first of July. 

There were also seven bad checks 
being processed. They totaled 
$400.93. Bad debts written off to- 
taled $711.04 from eight accounts. 

The electric department showed a 
drop of some $41,000. in income 
and an increase of $33,000 in ex- 
penses. This means the part of the 
utility is down some $75,000 in 
profit from the previous year. 

The water department was a 
bright spot however. The first nine 
months of last year, this department 
only made $289.66 "profit". The 
good news is that even though ex- 
penses are up a couple of thousand, 
the sales are up also and this depart- 
ment shows a $11,000 profit. 

The rural water loss is down a 
bit with only a $5,700 loss this 
year and the sewer system has cost 
a whopping $58,000 to keep run- 
ning and that doesn't count the re- 
payment of the 1968 sewer loan to 
the government. 

Some of these profits we noted 
can be misleading as the utility 
bills out all the services to citizens, 
business and to the city parks, 
street lights, police station, city 
hall, etc. and at the end of the year 
write these accounts off as dona- 
lions.

and hopefully by knowing the his- 
tory of the original fountain the 
rich history of our city will live 
forever." 

The idea of constructing a foun- 
tain first originated in the 1920's 
and through a community effort 
funds were raised to help with the 
construction costs, 

Dan Brooks, a local pharmacist; 
Will Brunson, an attorney and Will 
Talley, a cafe owner, headed the 
fundraising drive in the city and 
Talley kept a jar in his cafe for eve- 
ryone to drop change in. 

The well for the fountain was 
drilled by Bill Cauley, an employee 
at Dorsey Trailers, while the cas- 
ings and fittings were made by 
"Pap" Owens. The pool was dug 
and formed by Arthur and Jack Ow- 
ens, two of the areas most skilled 
carpenters and masons. 

It took several weeks to dig the 
well; however, soon there was crys- 
tal clear, cool water flowing 
through the flowing well for visi- 
tors to enjoy. The original fountain 
was nothing more than a six-inch 
pipe with water spilling over the 
top and into the pool, which was 
populated with numerous gold fish 
and lily pads. 

The statue of a young boy riding 
a dolphin, with water spilling from 
the dolphin's mouth was later added 
to the fountain and remained a pop- 
ular attraction until it became old 
and damaged by the weather and 
vandals. The statue is now housed 
in a storage shelter in Elba. 

When the City of Elba dug a 
new well at the east end of the Pea 
River Bridge in the 1960's the water 
level in the city dropped and the 
flowing wells, once a common site 
across the city, ceased to flow. The 
flowing well on the courthouse 
square also dried up and with it died 
one of the city's landmarks, which 
quickly fell into a state of disrepair. 
With no water, except that which 
fell from the sky, to greet those 
strolling across the courthouse 
lawn, the once proud fountain and 
pool gradually became nothing 
more than an eyesore and a haven to 
insects that grew in the stagnant 
waler. 

The pool was eventually filled 
with concrete to rid the downtown 
area of the decaying monument and 
though various garden clubs would 


beautity the site on occasion, it 
wasn't until the county received a 
landscaping grant from the state the 
area was reworked and cleaned prop- 
erly. 

Coffee County Commissioner 
Robert Stephens, an Elba resident, 
“began to decorate the former pool 
area after taking a seat on the com- 
mission and almost monthly he 
would redecorate the scene to reflect 
the changing of the seasons. 

It was Comm. Stephens who 
came up with the idea to raise funds 
and one day restore the fountain, 
pool and flowing well.

Commission does about face and 
decides to publish voters list 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in special session on Friday 
morning, July 15, at the office of 
county attorney Warren Rowe and 
did an about face as it approved a re- 
quest from the Coffee County Board 
of Registrars te publish a list of 
names to be purged from the coun- 
ty's voters list. 

Chuck Lewis, chairman of the 
Registrars, requested at Monday's 
regular meeting that the list be pub- 
lished; however, the commission 
felt that to purge the list during the 
present re-identification campaign 
would cause problems and denied 


the request. 

Lewis reported that the county's 
list is inflated by as much as 25 
percent and stated the law required 
his office to publish the list of 
Names to be purged during the 
month of August. 

The list of voters to be purged 
from the list reportedly total almost 
6,000 names and the cost to pub- 
lish the list in all three county 
newspapers is expected to be in ex- 
cess of $4,000. 

"We have people voting in Cof- 
fee County that don't even live in 
Coffee County,” declared Lewis.

Blue floodlights 
will illuminate the underwater 
world, which will be a home to 
gold fish, while spotlights will be

aimed at the actual fountain to 
make it visible at both night and 
day. 
A brick walkway now under con 
strucuion will lead to the fountain 
and two drinking fountains will be 
at the site to once again provide re 
freshment to all wishing to stop 
and enjoy, The grounds around the 
fountain are slated for a complete 
renovation and when completed, the 
city will celebrate its newest monu 
ment with a formal dedication, 

The fountain is now nearing 
completion; however, funds are 
needed to put the finishing touches 
on the project and payoff the ex 
penses yet to be paid.
